Has the Democratic party reformed | 
the administration of the Recorder’ ‘| 
office’ 

Under Mr. Lamb's administration | 
the Board of Supervisors required the | 
copyists of the Recorler’s office to do 

at least fifty fo. ios per day for a salary | 
of $84.50 per month, and the Recorder | 
was required to certify that each copy- | 
ist had transcribed 1,300 folios before | 
their accounts were audited. 

Under Mr. Miles the copyists do not 
average more than thirty folios per day, 
and receive the same salary. 

Under Mr. Lamb the chief doputy 

received the full salary allowed by law, 
ove hundred and twenty-five dollars 
per month, and the other deputy eighty 
dollars per mouth. Mr. Miles bas four 
deputies receiving the following sala- | 
ties: Chief deputy, $125 per month; | 
two deputies at $100 each, and one $5 
per month. 

Usder Mr. Lamb the Board only al. | 


Mr. Miles has been allowed eight, and 
mauy of these have drawn pay for extra 
work over their eight dollars per month. 

These figures have been taken from 
the recorded reports of Mr. Lamb and 
Mr. Miles, except for the months of 
June, July, August and September, 1584, 
Mr. Miles does not state the expense of 
his office, which, however, average about 
$1,200 per month. 

‘The 
by a Democratic Legislature in 1583, 
fixed the salary of the Recorder of Los 
Angeles county at nine thousand dol- 
lars, out of which salary is to be paid 
al) the expenses and salaries of deputies 
and copyists. If Mr. Miles could not 
run the office of Recorder for less than 
$14,476.39, why does he seek re-elec. 


tion, which will force him to 
run it for nine thousand dollars, 
or at «a of over $5,000? 


Take the office of Anditor, for which 

the salary is fixed at $1,500, and ac- 

cording to the Ellis bill he is allowed 
no deputies and the Sapervisors are 
given no authority to pay‘ his deputies 
or clerks. 

Nevertheless this office will cost the 
couaty over $3,600 this year. 

In defiance of law the supervisors 
have authorized bim to employ twelve 
deputies and provided for their pay- 
ment out of the county'’sfuod. Is this 
tbe economical administration of which 
the Herald prates? 

The office of Tax Collector is held by 
the Hon. Asa Ellis, the author of the 
“Ellis Bill,"’ under which the salaries 
of county officers are now fired. 

The salary of Tax Collector in this 
county is fixed by the Ellis bill at 
$1,500, and be is allowed but one depu- 
ty at more than-one bundred dol- 
jars per month, and said deputy not to 
be paid for more than three months in 
any one year." Notwithstanding this 
law, introdaced by the Hon. Asa bim- 
self, now Tax Collector, this office bas 
cost the county wore than $4,000 per 
year, and the conuty bas piid a deputy 
more than half of the last year. 

Is this Demoeratie econoiny ? 

The County Treasurer is allowed 1 4 
salary of $1, 500 a year and mileage paid 
by the State. 

The present Democratic incumbent is 
Treasurer only in name. 

It is an open secret that he has never 
seen thé Treasurer's books, bat has the 
financial business of this county per- 
formed by a bank in the city of Los 
Angeles, and that the Secretary of this 
bank does the business of the Treasurer 
and makes his monthly, quarterly and 
annual reports te the Board of Super- 
visors. 

Is this the carefal administration of 
county sffsirs of which the Herald 
boasts? 


Is it strange that our taxes are high 
and constantly going higher under such 
management’ 
The Board of Supervisors are wasting 
money which should be used in improv- 
ing our highways and erecting suitable 
public buildings. 
The gentlemen occupying these offices 
are undoubtediy the best men in the
